The active ingredient in VELISTA™ is penthiopyrad and it is a carboxamide fungicide.
Penthiopyrad inhibits fungal respiration by binding to mitochondrial respiratory complex
ll. Penthiopyrad is not cross-resistant with other classes of fungicide chemistry, like
- triazoles and other ergosterol biosynthesis inhibitors, strobilurins and other complex Iil
